else. They aro quito right. It is very 
bad businefffi, and if any other proceetere 
could bo devised capital punishment 
•would bo .ibolisheel at once. 


Michigan has given imprisonment for 


life a fair trial. No criminal has been 
executed in that stato for nearly 00 
years. It was, however, recently voted 
by its lower house thatthodealhpenalty 
be re-established—that is to say, the 
policy of Ic-niency has utterly Mlecl, and 
it is more than probablo tliat Michigan 
will again resort to the hangman's rope. 


The people were startled one day by 


tho news lihat n lifo convict had murder- 
ed his keeper and made a desperate push 
for lihcrtj. Then the iiuostion occurred 
to every oneattho same moment, "Why 
shouldn't every lifo prisoner do tho same 
thing, sinus under tho laws of tho state 
no additional penalty is attached to tho 
crime?' 


Such a TiUnin, when caught red hand- 


eel after a second murder, is no worse 
off than he was before ho killed tho keep- 
er. He vras in for lifo anyhow, and 
whon aiioited lie will bo in for life 
again, but H is tho same old Hie. If he 
succeeds in escaping, that is so much 
gain, and if he fails ho loses absolutely 
nothing. Tho abolition of capital pun- 
ishmeiit iii iherfore an almost uTesistible 
incentive to kill a priscf, olMal and

It is believed that as many as 
200 buildings, large and small, have 
been burned. The fire started in a 
sales stable and i-pread with awfnl 
rapidity.

Tho testimony adduced by Hr. Fred- 


erick in substantiation of his report in 
regard to tho expulsions now goin^on 
in Poland is corroborSJfeH by tho arrivals 
of Jews from Poland in Germany and 
in this country. Tlio bare denials of tlio 
press dispatches based on tlio oflrici'il ut- 
terances from Russian diplomatic circles 
aro utterly untrustworthy.—American 
Hebrew.

And, cholern or no choleia, there are no 
end of germs in tho ordinary walor of 
Boston aiul tho towns about. It is rwil- 
iy extraordinary how our peoplo havo 
kept up so long tho practice oC drinking 
water without filtering or boiling at, 
and still more cxtiaordmary, no doubt, 
tl at wo should cool our water by put- 
tingico into it, when it can bo cookd 
just as effectively by putting a largo 
bottlo of it corked into a refrigerator or 
otherwise into contact with ico. 


A good way out of the difficulty, if 


one thinks ho does not liktrboiluiL water, 
H to drink no water at all. Thoio aie 
plenty of other things to drink, Troui 
all accounts, cholera can bo taken only 
tlirongh the stomach, nnd there i& noth- 
ing so discouraging to a microbe of any 
sort aa a tempeiaturo of 212 degrees.—
